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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 9-33 and 
35 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 9-33 and 35 have 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 8, and 36-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 40, the prior art, as best exemplified by US 2006/0146408 to 
Ushiro et al, taken alone or in combination with the prior art, fails to disclose or render obvious 
that the circularly polarizing plate has a substantially rectangular plane form, the lagging axis 
forming an angle of about +80 with respect to a reference direction parallel to one side of the 
substantially rectangular form, and the absorption axis forming an angle of about +35 with 
respect to the reference direction. 

Claims 2, 5, and 8 are allowed due to dependence from claim 1. 

Regarding claims 36 and 41, the prior art, as best exemplified by Ushiro, taken alone or 
in combination with the prior art, fails to disclose or render obvious that the circularly polarizing 
plate has a substantially rectangular plane form, the lagging axis forming an angle of about -20° 
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with respect to a reference direction parallel to one side of the substantially rectangular form, and 
the absorption axis forming an angle of about +25° with respect to the reference direction. 

Claims 37-39 are allowed due to dependence from claim 36.
